T All construction firms bidding 
on contracts for the San Gabriel 
Dam No. 2, which is sched¬ 
uled to actually be under way by 
February 15, will be asked by 
the county board of supervisors to 
give San Gabriel valley labor the 
preference in employment. 

^ This was disclosed at Monday’s 
meeting of the board, when it 
was ordered that bids for the 
structure be immediately adver¬ 
tised. At that time plans and 
specifications for the dam, to cost 
approximately $3,000,000, were 
filed. Bids are returnable Febru¬ 
ary 8. 

Employment will be offered 
1500 men, the full complement 
probably will not be on the job 
before Spring.

It is too bad that our street 
trees are not complete and uni- > 
form but we cannot grow a tree 
in such a short time so we will 
have to get along the best we 
can in the way of trees but we 
can cover the bare parkings and 
dress up our front yards. 

The City Planning Commission 
and the Garden Club of Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club have both 
been active already in starting 
something in the way of cover¬ 
ing up bare parkings. I believe 
they have chosen the Pink Ivy 
| Geranium for Central avenue and 
have already interested some of 
the property owners in planting 
their parkings to these plants. 

The Ivy Geranium is particu¬ 
larly adapted for this purpose be¬ 
cause it is quite permanent. It 
needs only a moderate amount of 
water. Blach year in the late win¬ 
ter, the plants should be prunned 
back almost to the crown of the 
plant, the ground dug up lightly 
and some fertilizer applied if pos¬ 
sible.

been accomplished for the wel¬ 
fare of the community as a whole 
through this course of action. She 
showed that the solicitation of 
food from door to door had prac¬ 
tically ceased, that the transients 
come Into town by the main 
streets, are sent direct to their 
work, are brought back to head¬ 
quarters and given their merchan¬ 
dise orders which they exchange 
for food mostly, and they go out 
of town immediately by the main 
streets. The citizens as a whole 
never contact them, and the 
women and children In their 
homes need have no fear of 
‘‘tramps. 

Good Investment 

She quoted Judge Lasater as 
saying that his docket had never 
been so clear of petty cases aris¬ 
ing from the vagrant element. She 
claimed that Sierra Madre had 
done its bit to help the unfortun¬ 
ate victims of the depression who 
are drifting through the country 
and at a minimum cost to the 
taxpayers. In this connection, she 
stated that the foreman who 
handles these transients say prac¬ 
tically all of them are good and 
willing workers, and they esti¬ 
mate the city gets 95 cents worth 
of work for every dollar spent on 
them. “But putting It down to 90 
cents or as low as 80 cents," 
said Mrs. Wright. “It has cost 
this city Just $25.72 not for three 
months to help these men hely 
themselves and to keep our city 
clean of undesirables. How much 
would sifficlent police service to 
accomplish the latter have cost?” 

In closing Mrs. Wright said: “I 
want to call to your attention the 
appreciation due the City Coun¬ 
cil and the Business Manager for 
their grasp of the needs of the 
situation, their assumption of re¬ 
sponsibility as city officials for 
the safety and wellbeing of the 
whole community and the efficient 
businesslike manner in which they 
have co-operated with the relief 
committee, expanding their work 
program to meet urgent emerg¬ 
ency yet always with proper re¬ 
gard for the taxpayer. 

Work For Months 

“They have secured from the 
county $16,000 for Central avenue, 
which will be used In this relief 
work. That, with the dirt road 
program, should provide enough 
work to take care of our esti¬ 
mated budget for seven or eight 
months." 

The report of C. W. Jones, 
treasurer, showed a total of $2,- 
921.92 received, and expenditures 
of $1,482.86, leaving a balance of 
$1,429.26.
